If  you  have  lost  your  job  because  of  a 
layoff  or  a  plant  closing  you  may  be 
eligible  for: 

•  Supplemental  Unemployment 
Insurance* 

•  Job  training  and  placement  services 

•  Ninety  days  of  extended  health 
benefits*

OPPORTUNITY 


Massachusetts  workers  and  their 
unions  can  take  pride  in  the  1984  law 
that  is  helping  thousands  cope  with 
shutdowns  and  major  layoffs.  Part  of 
that  law  is  the  Social  Compact  —  a 
voluntary  agreement  between  busi- 
ness, labor  and  government.  Social 
Compact  employers  agree  to  provide, 
whenever  possible: 

•  advance  notice  of  plant  shutdowns 

•  continued  pay  in  lieu  of  notice
